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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

There is no support for "its volume". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,3-21,22-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nadol ('430 or '433). 

Both of the references teach a pliant membrane formed into a balloon 10. The 
balloon is configured to fit within the middle ear chamber contacting the eardrum. The 
balloon does have a volume that is responsive to incident acoustic waves, thereby 
permiting perception of sound. (See column 1, line 50) Furthermore the materials for 
the membrane are selected for good acoustic transmission (see column 3, line 31 ). 
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Since the implants of Nadol ('430 and '433) transmit sound at least to some degree, the 
implants "permit the eardrum to respond to acoustic wave" at least to some degree. 

Applicant's arguments that Nadol fails to teach the concept of forming a pliant 
membrane to fit within the middle ear and the balloon is selected for responsiveness to 
acoustic waves is simply incorrect. Nadol's basic tenet is the provision of a pliant 
balloon for acoustic transmission. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 3.5 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nadol. 

It is not clear what value defines an acoustic impedance corresponding to the 
equivalent volume. It appears that Nadol (138) has an equivalent volume of at least 70 
percent. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nadol 
('430 or ( 433). 

The use of more than one balloon fails to distinguish over the material and 
balloon of Nadol ('430 or '433). To use more than one balloon is a mere multiplicity of 
elements. 



Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington } 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 . 1 30(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1 994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-26 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over the claims of U.S. Patent No. 
6251138. 

The patent to Nadol, Jr. et al discloses that the implant contacts the tympanic 



membrane and is filled with a gas to effectate a degree of compliance and enhances the 
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movement of the membrane in response to sound vibrations incident through the 
auditory canal.
